ing Republican steering committee 
of the Senate, told a reporter he 
thinks President Truman's econ- 
omic advisers should have placed 
more stress in their first annual 
report on Ihc "tremendous respons- 
ibility" of labor and management 
to keep prices and wages in line. 


Mr. Truman, who made the re- 


oort public al his news conference 
yesterday said he doesn't agree 
with his advisers' suggcslion that 
there may be a "clip" in business 
next year. 


The outlook for the country is 


good and will continue; to be good, 
the chief executive tokl a question- 
er, it we can just get people io stay 
at work. He added that nobody 
wants any strikes at all, that ho 
didn't think any of the recent ones 
were necessary.

Roosevell has often held that Com- 
munists should be allowed to ex- 
plain their theory ot government 
and advocate its adoption 
here. 


The supremo court has so held, 
too, 
with the proviso, however, that 


in advocating this 
change 
they 


must not incite persons to use vio- 
lent means. I understand that Nie- 
moeller doesn't advocate national 
socialism for the United States at 
all. 
but. at most, merely reveals 


it for our inspection. 


There was much more to nation- 


al socialism than 
the 
ostracism, 


then the persecution and finally the 
massacre of Jews. Some of 
its 


elements have 
been- present 
in 


some phases of the New Deal in 
which Mrs. Roosevelt herself 
be- 


lieved from kiver-to-kivcr. Nation- 
al socialism is said to have wiped 
out the unions 
and 
the 
"labor 


movement" in Germany. I 
never 


understood that to be the case at 
all. .1 thought national 
socialism 


merely converted the "labor move- 
ment" into an auxiliary of the rul- 
ing party under dictatorial bosses 
and it has seemed to me that the 
New Deal did this, too. only with 
less success. Here, the New Deal 
swept millions of 
workers 
into 


unions whose bosses were fierce 
partisans of the party and, when 
we got into the war, the agencies 
of the government, which were ac- 
tually party cells, took over 
the 


functions of the 
union 
officials. 


That is, the government took au- 
thority to say what wages a man 
should got. which, 
under 
iruc 


unionism, is the duty of the union 
representative 
in collective bar- 


gaining. In the recent John 
L. 


Lewis case, the government pre- 
tended to seize and operate 
the 


coal mines and thus to become ihe 
employer. We know 
the 
govern- 


ment did not "possess" or "oper- 
ate" those mines 
in 
the 
honest 


sense, but merely 
cstablishe d a 


technical legal position as the em- 
ployer. However, here was the gov- 
ernment acting as both employer 
and bargaining,, agent to fix wages, 
which was just what the National 
Socialists did in Germany. 


Not only that, but in 1944, when 


her late husband was running for 
a fourth term, Mrs. .Roosevelt must 
have observed that many unions 
in the Roosevelt political party col- 
lected forced contributions 
'rom 


workers who opposed Roosevelt po- 
litically, and used them to re-elect 
him. 
The 
Italian 
Fascist 
party 


thought of that first and the Ger- 
man National Socialists adopted it 
as a good idea. Then the Roosevelt 
party adopted it, too. We were told 
that it was just nonsense to say 
that our workers were forced 
to 


join these unions, but, if that was 
the case and they were willing and 
enthusiastic members, why did the 
u.-.ions insist on the closed shop and 
why did the New Deal government 
give it to them? Add if the New 
Deal party abhorred national so- 
cialism, why did it permit these 
unions to levy political taxes for 
its benefit from unwilling donors 
and why didn't it repudiate this 
device and spurn the money? 


If all this was national socialism 


in Germany it seems to me to fol- 
low' thai it. was still national so- 
cialism here, although I heard it 
called Democracy. 


One phase of national socialism 


consisted of mass athletics under 
government 
direction. True, 
the 


final purpose was to produce a 
generation of nimble and magnifi- 
icently healthy young men for an 
jarmy to conquer the world, but 
of itself, the 
wonders. The 
some great athletes and the "result 
m stalw-T-tness was 
apparent to 


anyone. Their youth were, as one

Roosevell has often held that Com- 
munists should be allowed to ex- 
plain their theory ot government 
and advocate its adoption 
here. 


The supremo court has so held, 
too, 
with the proviso, however, that 


in advocating this 
change 
they 


must not incite persons to use vio- 
lent means. I understand that Nie- 
moeller doesn't advocate national 
socialism for the United States at 
all. 
but. at most, merely reveals 


it for our inspection. 


There was much more to nation- 


al socialism than 
the 
ostracism, 


then the persecution and finally the 
massacre of Jews. Some of 
its 


elements have 
been- present 
in 


some phases of the New Deal in 
which Mrs. Roosevelt herself 
be- 


lieved from kiver-to-kivcr. Nation- 
al socialism is said to have wiped 
out the unions 
and 
the 
"labor 


movement" in Germany. I 
never 


understood that to be the case at 
all. .1 thought national 
socialism 


merely converted the "labor move- 
ment" into an auxiliary of the rul- 
ing party under dictatorial bosses 
and it has seemed to me that the 
New Deal did this, too. only with 
less success. Here, the New Deal 
swept millions of 
workers 
into 


unions whose bosses were fierce 
partisans of the party and, when 
we got into the war, the agencies 
of the government, which were ac- 
tually party cells, took over 
the 


functions of the 
union 
officials. 


That is, the government took au- 
thority to say what wages a man 
should got. which, 
under 
iruc 


unionism, is the duty of the union 
representative 
in collective bar- 


gaining. In the recent John 
L. 


Lewis case, the government pre- 
tended to seize and operate 
the 


coal mines and thus to become ihe 
employer. We know 
the 
govern- 


ment did not "possess" or "oper- 
ate" those mines 
in 
the 
honest 


sense, but merely 
cstablishe d a 


technical legal position as the em- 
ployer. However, here was the gov- 
ernment acting as both employer 
and bargaining,, agent to fix wages, 
which was just what the National 
Socialists did in Germany. 


Not only that, but in 1944, when 


her late husband was running for 
a fourth term, Mrs. .Roosevelt must 
have observed that many unions 
in the Roosevelt political party col- 
lected forced contributions 
'rom 


workers who opposed Roosevelt po- 
litically, and used them to re-elect 
him. 
The 
Italian 
Fascist 
party 


thought of that first and the Ger- 
man National Socialists adopted it 
as a good idea. Then the Roosevelt 
party adopted it, too. We were told 
that it was just nonsense to say 
that our workers were forced 
to 


join these unions, but, if that was 
the case and they were willing and 
enthusiastic members, why did the 
u.-.ions insist on the closed shop and 
why did the New Deal government 
give it to them? Add if the New 
Deal party abhorred national so- 
cialism, why did it permit these 
unions to levy political taxes for 
its benefit from unwilling donors 
and why didn't it repudiate this 
device and spurn the money? 


If all this was national socialism 


in Germany it seems to me to fol- 
low' thai it. was still national so- 
cialism here, although I heard it 
called Democracy. 


One phase of national socialism 


consisted of mass athletics under 
government 
direction. True, 
the 


final purpose was to produce a 
generation of nimble and magnifi- 
icently healthy young men for an 
jarmy to conquer the world, but 
of itself, the 
wonders. The

Talmadge, who four limes 
was 


elected governor of Georgia, died 
today less than a month before his 
scheduled fourth inauguration.

02-year-old 
champion 
of 


white supremacy succumbed quiet- 
ly at Piedmont hospital where he 
had lain in a coma since last night. 


His death left in doubt the suc- 


cessor to the governorship from 
which youthful Ellis Arnall ousted 
him four years ago. Unofficial legal 
sources said however that Arnall, 
who was prevented irom seeking 
a second term under a new state 
constitution, might remain in 
of- 


fice at least until the next general 
elecion two years hence. 


There is no precedent 
in 
the 


stale, bul Ihc constitution provides 
the governor shall remain in of- 
fice until his successor is qualified 
and elected. The legislature which 
meets in January formally elects 
the governor.

Children 


Washinf-lon,' Dec. 20 —(/I1)— You 


go into a department store to buy 
your small son a Christmas pres- 
ent book. 


Books are stacked ;n age sizes, 


6-8, 
14-16. Just like the children's 


underwear in another department. 
Ever wonder how they decide a 


)ook is "readable" for an eight- 
year-old boy? 


Mostly it is just a matter 
of 
vocabulary. But the subject also 
jets iillenlion. 


Word lesls have been given in 
o many schools that it is well 
established what words the aver- 
age child of a given age knows. 


If a book has too many words 


.hat an eight-year-old doesn't know, 
't is loo "old" for that age group. 


But the queslion of whether 
a 


book is "readable" for child 
or 


adult goes much deeper than that. 
It is one which has been given a 
lot of study .for many years. 


As tar back as 1926, the Ameri- 


can Library Association and 
the 


American Association for 
Adult 


Education established a joinl com- 
millee lo (1) look inlo the reading 
habits and inleresls of adults and 
(2) decide which are 
"readable1 


books. 


Those who have dug Into Ihe mat- 


ter are concerned over indications 
thai a sizeable part of the popula- 
tion — some-estimates run as high 
as 50 per 
cent — can not re^ad 


wilh ease^and-xinderstanding mu\i 
that is published in this country 
And this country turns out 
the 


most books, the most .magazines 
and the most newspapers of any 
in the world. 


All the study hasn't produced a 


sure-fire formula for turning out a 
book or article that will (1) 
be 


readable and (2) make the public 
flock to buy it. 


For that! matter, all researchers 


arc not in complete agreement. 


Take the mailer of simple sen- 


ston Churchill to his feet with the 
rmngen and colorful charge 
that 


the prime minister was speeding 
"the decline and fall of the Britith 
Empire." The old Tory 
maestro 


was in rare oratorical form, which 
means thai so fnr as Ihe deft manip- 
ulation of words is concerned he 
was in u class by himself. 


Still, to many, his was a voice 


echoing the past and declining to
